Of the practicability of the plan 
of Everglades reclamation and its 
economic soundness, no one can 
have doubt who knows this region. 
All of the difficulties, as The Ever- 
glades News has seen it, were due 
to lack of active interest in the 

= work on the part of the commis- 
sioners; the former policy of hesi- 
tation and inattention has been put 
aside and the new policy of making 
use of the resources of the district 
is advancing the work and bringing 
close at hand the time when the 
project will be completed. 

Exemption from heavy rains in 
the Kissimmee river watershed and 
the Everglades has compensated 
no far this season for the incom- 
plete stage of the general work. 
The existing canals are in such 
condition, however, that if there is 
made-of them the use the new poli 
cy promises, no general flood is 
likely, no matter how heavy the 
summer rains may be.

Point, Pahokee, Chosen, Belle Glade 
and Torry Island. In addition ther 
were eleven full cars of beans and 1, 
packages of.mixed vegetables. Figures 
are not at hand of the shipments 
through Clewiston via the Atlantic 
Coast Line of tomatoes and other vege- 
tables grown on Kraemer Island and 
South Bay and communities on the 
southwest side of the lake.

But these 
coux.ty commissioners who were elected to look after the 
people's interest did not make any arrangements to keep 
the road open that the dredge was going to deposit ‘spoil’ on.
